Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The examiner found the remarks filed on 1 2/22/1 0 to be persuasive. In 
particular, the prior art relied upon teaches clips that are provided in the cassette bay 
and does not teach the limitation of each guide member extending from an end of its 
respective side opposite said side opening as noted by the applicant in the remarks. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 23, the prior art does not teach or render obvious a tape cassette for a tape 
printer, the tape cassette comprising, wherein each guide member extends outwardly 
from its respective side of the tape cassette and comprises a first elongate member 
disposed in a plane perpendicular to a plane of its respective side and a second 
elongate member disposed in a plane parallel to the plane of its respective side, said 
first elongate member having a first end attached to its respective side and a second 
end spaced from its respective side, and wherein said second elongate member is 
attached to said second end of said first elongate member and extends at least partially 
along a length of said second end, and each guide member extending from an end of its 
respective side opposite said side including the opening.
